EVIDENCE OF ROBBERY.

where her father-in-law slept. . 

Ghastly Sight. 

The room was in darkness and, 
receiving no reply to her, calls, 
Wong Fung proceeded ty hgat a 
lamp hanging on the wall near the 
door. With the first flicker o. light 
n ghastly sight met her gaze. 
Lying on the bed, the clothes and 
blankets on which were  sduled 
with blood, wis her futher-in-iaw's 
Hfeless form. He appeared to bave 
been dead some time, for the body 
wus already stiff and coll. Blood 
was dripping from the bed on tu 
the floor where'a small pool had 
collected. One look ‘was sufficient 
to tell Wong Fung that her father- 
in-law had been brutally done tu 
‘death, Ilis abdomen, she saw, waa 
ybare, and on it were several terrible 
sushes, i 
~ Police Informed. 

Wony Fung, thoroughly scared, 
fled from the presence of hei dead 
relative, and rushed to a neighbour,

Thirty yeara go there wore 
hardly more than five miles of rafl- 
way in operation throughout the: 
vast domain of China, Tho people 
were not hostile’ to this means of} 
communication, but funds were! 
sadly Jacking, Added to this was 
the reluctance to borrow foreign 
cnpital, and evidently, a spirit of 
enterprise was andly lacking in 
thove far off days. 

“When the frontlor of Hong Kong 
nt Kowloon was pushed back to the 
present boundary in 1896, the Idea 
of a railway connection with Can- 
ton began to gain notice. Prior to 
that there had been discussions of 
the project and the-Hon, Mr. Wel 
Yuk, C.M.G., had closely identified 
inlmself as one who desired a rail- 
way between Hong Kong and Can- 
ton. But, as in everything, Great 
Britain was not prepared to take 
the initiative until her intcresta 
wore threatened, : 


Time passed and nothing was 
done. Meanwhile Belgian private 
Interesta were at work in China; 
mapping and planning out railway 
projects in different provinces. 
America was also roused to action. 
And when the grand trunk railway 
from Canton to Hankow boxgan to 
take form, Great Britnin’s cyos be- 
gan to open from thelr Icthargic 
slumber. A company, known 48 
the British and Chinese Corpora- 
thon was formed, and in half- 
heurted manner this Corporation 
obtained in 1808 n concesalon from 
the Chinese Government to bulld 
ia Une between Canton and Kowloon. 

It would appear that the matter 
was agnin allowed to remain stag- 
nant and, although with the con- 
cesvion in hand, nothing further 
was done, Even the commonce- 
mont of ‘operations on the Canton- 
Hankow line did not stir the Cor- 
poration Into action.

When a business man makes a decision, he must of necessity 
ask himself whether he should adopt a policy of progressive specu- 
lation or tentative caution. In other words, is he, in effect, to play 
for safety and frame up 0 forward programme on lines that. would 
be skimped but certain, or is he to take bolder steps? We believe 
in this second. policy — take bolder steps. If it could--be instilled 
into the whole of our present commercial structure, we should see 
one of the biggest trade revivals that, not merely Britain but the 
whole world has geen. For that is it not worth ‘striving? 

Pessimism and: optimism, viewed nationally, are reactive. 
Basically, everyone in this world lives by doing something for some- 
one else, Moncy is only a medium of exchange for work done for 
the benefit of yyme other member of the community. At any rate, 
that is how money should be regarded, ‘The present depression, 
about which so much has been talked und so much written, is purely 
artificial in its broader sense, and it is high time that steps were 
taken to shuke, not only Britain but the world generally out of this 
atmosphere ef sterile inaction. It is time that every one enguged 
in business, retliaed that if he stands buck, and curtails his acti- 
vities with plain ca’canny methods, he is only throwing 9 boomer- 
ang that is sure to return and harm him — perhaps fatally, Equally, 
(if it was only realised), every pragressive action that is made and 
every progressive policy adopted, providing, naturally, that it is 
commercially sound, must: have a reflex’ benefit. For instance, you 
make, say, motor curs which, beenuse they provide reliable, enfoy- 
ube, and economical transport, are bought by members-of the com- 
munity. Money passes through the, manufacturer's ‘hands to his 
workpeople, and they are enubled thereby to purchaxe the products, 
umong other things, of the people who have bought the cars they 
made. The more of these prodwts bought, the better is the com- 
munity to a degree able to purchese the products of lybour, and so 
on. The evolution of the world $s cyclic.’ Events either react dam- 
agingly in a vicious circle, or else constructively and. progressively. 

There has never been, in memory, a time like the present, when 
it is incumbent upon cvery one to think constructively and en- 
deavour to make progress. Times, as the saying is, are bad, They 
will remain. bad, so long as an effort is not made to improve them. 
So long as, Micawber-like, we. wait for good times to. turn up. . In 
thesc days, it is no good asking for support -- one hus to deserve 
it, and we believe that if as-a. nation we shook off this gloom and. 
really put our backs into work and constructive cffort and got on 
with the job, there is nothing:that could possibly stop us from get-

Several ways up 
the mountain presented themselves, 
the first up the stream bed between 
the two mountains and then right, 
up the shoulder, Tho ecoond way 
was up the ridge on the right of 
the valley. The third was up tho 
very steep ulley to the right of 
this ridge and the fourth up o large 
shoulder apparently very steep at 
the top to the right of tho steep 
pulley. 
The first of these routes was 
undoubtedly the easfest, and the 
fourth practically impossible; we 
ghoss the second route. The KMl- 
side hee recently been burned, 2nd 
the bare slope wus covered with 
loose stones and was so steep that 
a siip would have resulted in a 
nasty accident. Two of us,- who

Halt a mile to the north-west Is | 
the eastern peak of the Hunchbacks, . 
2226 feet, but to attain this peak 
it is necessary to descond nearly 
G00 feet,—n steep drop, too, and 
then climb up'a fairly steep slope to 
the summit. This we did and on 
the top grcoted another party of 
half a dozen climbers. We had still 
many miles to cover, so did-nof stop 
hero at all, but continued weetward 
up and down ench In turn of the 
etcep sharp peaks of the Hunchback 
range. From the last peak we 
desconded the “shoulder running 
S.W., crossed ‘the naw road, and 
climbed the ridge on thd other side. 


| Keeping to the top of tho ridge we 


walked rapidly in a weaterly diroc- 
tion and then descended to the 
stream south of the ridge juet be- 
fore the village of Tal Shui Hang. 
From here the way was easy along 
the coast path on the east of Tide 
Coye; we did the 344 miles to old 
Shatin rapidly, arriving at the vil- 
lage just as the: sun was setting 
over the hills to the west. The two 
miles up Shatin pass we covered 
without undue delay and there was 
still o Uttle of the after-glow of 
sunset in the aky when we. arrived 
at the summit, The walk down in 
the dark did not worry us and we 
arrived at the launch at 6.46, having — 
taken 9% houra for the whole clr-, 
cult. . 
Back to H.M.S, Tamar where 1 
immediately asked to eee the news- 
paper cutting In which this “walk” 
was described and tehold it war o 
cutting from this same paper. No 
mention, however, was made of the 
return over Shatin Pass; I quote 
a part of the.last paragraph for 
the guidance of others who might 
like to do this round without the 
neceasity df going over Shatin Pass: 
“At Tat Shui Hang there is the 
alternative of taking a sampan 
across Tide Cove to Shatin or, {f 
time allows, of folowing the coust 
as far as the old Shatin village 
and then crossing the stream by 
the bridye to Shatin. The average 
walker should allow himself at 
leust nina hours for the journey 
from Kowloon City to Shatin.”

There is considerably 
less traffic on the road, while the 
country i4 fascinating when seen 
in the beams of powerful liead- 
amps. — Those whose Winter 
night-driving has been restricted 
im the past to towns und their 
suburbs find it difficult. to realise 
how truly delightful it ip to 
speed alongs the open road. 
Night-driving .is not fraught 
with danger, a8 so many owncr- 
drivers believe, if the car be pro- 
perly prepared for. the work. 
Given first-class headlamps, light- 
ing up the road for 4 distance of 
perhaps 500 to 600 yards, night- 
driving ja in some respects Jess 
dangerous than day-driving. The 
sound of a horn docs not carry 
this distance. but other road. 
users on miin road and side rond 
alike can pick oul the Sights of 
approaching vehicles when more 
than a quarter of a mile away, 
The headlamps show up every 
bend and curve in the road, 80 
that the driver can slow down as 
necessary in good time. The 
horn need seldom be used, while 
a relatively high cruising speed 
ix quite safe for mile after mile, 
Advancing Headlights. 


The main objection which 
many  owner-drivers have. to 
driving after dark is the grave 
risk of being dazzled by the head- 
lamps of oncoming cars. The 
danger is, of course, equally great 
if the approaching driver is 
dazzled, because, not being able 

to_see the road in front of him, 
he may not keep over to his own 


allows signposts, milestones, ant 
other sighs to be read comfort- 
ably, while it is also useful when 
reversing and in foggy weather. 
In the event of fog the beams 
from the spotlight can be defiect- 
ed on to the gutter ab the near 
side of the road. This is a great 
help if the headlamps be switch- 
ed off, as they should be. The 
rays from powerful headlamps do 
“not penetrate the fog, and are re- 
flected directly back into the 
driver's eyes. The second sug- 
gested additional Jamp is for use 
in foggy weather. A spotlight 
is useful as a makeshift, but a 
fog lamp, fitted with yellow or 
orange coloured ‘glass, is infinite- 
ly better. These coloured rays 
can penetrate fog to & certain 
extent, and thus a greater arca 
of the road in front is rendered 
visible. These Jamps can he ob- 
{ained for attachment te the 
muning-board, dumb-iron, or 
front. axle. They should, of 
course, be fixed on the near nidt: 
of the car, because that gutter 1s 
nelurally hugged under such con- 
‘ditjons.

The means whereby the beams 
are concentrated on, the roud 
vary considerably. In some 
cases the lamps can he ‘dipped; 
in others the reflectora ean be 
{ited or awivelled so. that’ the 
heams are deflected on to the 
yond, dnd also slightly to the 
near side; others, again, are fit- 
ted with special reflectors — the 
wpper halves of which can be 
moved so that the beam is caus 
ed to shine downwards; while a 
further type makes use of a 
double-filament bulb so that the 
rays ure lowered hut still illu 
minate ench side of the road sut- 
ficiently for fast driving. Whe- 
ther the device be operated by 
switch, lever, foot control, or a 
button on the steering-wheel, the 
change in the direction of the 
beam cun be. brought about in- 
stantly and without trouble.

Acid Level Tests. 

Every few weeks, according to 
the timount of night-driving that 
has been done, the level of the 
acid .solution in the battery

wnter added if necessary to bring 
the liquid 14in. or so’ above the 
top of the plates. very month 
or ‘six weeks the density of the 
acid should be tested by means 
of a hydrometer. If the density 
be too low — the correct specific 
gravity is marked on the battery

Some form of battery indicator 
should be bought so that the con- 
dition of the battery, as regards 
its charged or discharged condi- 
tion, can be determined.

RUBBER LANGUAGE 


Enters the Automotive 
Field. 


A new lanuage had estublish- 
ed itself in’ automobile testing 
laboratories — the language of 
rubber, With the increasing use 
of rubber in’ motor cars, such 
terms ax plastometer, clastome- 
ter, durometer and aceclerated 
using, applied to rubber testing, 
are part) of the regular speech 
of automobile engineers to-day. 

Special apparatus for conduct- 
ing these tests is maintained in 
the Jaboratories of the Buick. 
Motor Company at Flint, Michi- 
an. Buick has set up its own 
standards for the various types 
of rubber required for different 
parts of the ear. 

These testa squeeze, punch, 
poke, streteh and roast the rub- 
ber in the effort to find. out how 
well it will stand up in Buick 
cars, Rubber for engine mount- 
tings, bumper mountings, body 
shims and other party is careful- 
ly tested. The plostometer. and 
durometer tests are for hard- 
ness, the elastometer test for 
elasticity, and the aging test for 
durnbility. Other testa are for 
tensile strength and the ability 
fo come back after severe cone 
pression. 

While most of these lests are 
conducted in the Buick labora. 
tories, in the case of  enyrine 
mountings a finel test is made at 
the assembly line. = There the 
rubber in

DOWRY STANDARD, 


The world can do what it likes 
with the gold atandard provided 
the dowry standard stands firm. 

This is the general consensus 
of opinion among the African 
‘natives of ‘the Northern Trans- 
vaal, according to a newspaper 
representative who has just made 
a tour of ‘the tribal dwellings, to 
find out how Africa spoaks of 
the world’s present economic de- 
pression. 

At present the “rate of ex- 
change” for native wives is un- 
affected by the slump. A {resh 
and attractive wife can still be 
obtained for 12 head of cattle 
and an inferlor one for cight. 
Nor has there been any change 
in the system of “payment by in- 
stalments" —by which the wife 
returns to her kraal if the cattle 
deliveries are not maintained. 


Conversations with natives re- 
vealed that the only things that 
would spell economic disaster for 
them would be a change in the 
dowry rate —or an epidemic of 
men children, who are not only 
valuoless for dowry. purposes 
but who entail cattle expenditure 
to thelr kraal to buy them wives 
when they grow up.
